Du Chailln on the African Pigmies,

M. Du Chailin publishes the following inte-
resting letter in the London Zimes:—

*"To the Editor of the Times,—Bir:—Azs I find
that the report of what Mr. J. Crawiurd said in
reterence to the small and peculiar tribe of
patives which I met with in the mountains of
Western Bquatorial Africa, between one degree
and two degrees south latitude, and sbout twelve
degrees east longitude, has occasloned skepti-
clsm, I now copy from my origimal note-bhook,
which I have shown to Bir Roderick Murchison,
the tollowing details, 1 tarther undersiand from
him that Mr, Crawiord had no intention of dis-
paraging the accuracy of my deseripuon, but
gimply wighed to have such an explanscion as I
now offer:—

“These little people, termed ‘Obonogo,’ may
be considered the =ipsies of the region. They
are of migratory habits, and changeé thelr tem-
pormy shelter vnder trees from one place to
another, They gain their livelihood by trappiug
gnme, which they exchange with the settled vil-
lagers for 1o0d, and, like some European gipsies,
if this method fails, they steal and decamp.
While the iuhabitante of this mountmin region
are hghter in color than those of the sea shore,
these Obonogo are siill less dark, They have
only short toits ot hatr upon their h , and
ore thus strikingly distinguished from the set-
tled inbabitants, who wear large surrets of hair
upon their heads, They have o wild, anxious,
and timorous expression in their eyes, and
althongh I gave mauy beads to entice come of
them to remain, aud wae brought to them
stealthily by the nauvsé all the wen, except a

oung adult, disappeared, leaving a few women

hind. It would appear that my visle alarmed
them, for, although | stayed & week in the ad-
jacent village, the Obonogo were uo more to be
heard of.

““The tollowing sie the messurements [ was
enabled to meke:—

“The only adull mule measured four feet six
inghes; but s one of the women reached five
{eet one-quarter incli (she being considered ex-
traordinarily tall), I have o doubt that some of
the men are equally tall, and some perhaps
taller. The other women | messured had the
tollowing helghta: —Four feet cight incbes, four
feet seven and one . usrter inches, four feet five
icches, and the smailest four feet four and one-
quarter inches. I thought, after looking at the
whole group of the adult wowen, that their
aversge helght wus 1rom four feet five loches to
four feet six loche . The smallest woman had
the largest head, viz , one foot ten and one-fitth
inches in cirenmierence, the smallest was one
toot nine inches round,

“In the volume which 1 propose to -publish
more details respecong these little people, with
a short voeasbulury ol thewr lanzuage, will be
